Attorney General Davis to Send 


Jackson B. Chase to Whipsaw De- 


fendants in State and fed- 


eral Courts. 


CAN YOU BEAT IT? 


Attorney Genera! Clarence A. Davis 


has been criticized for alleged lack 
of results in frau prosecutions in the 
fatate and federal courts at Omaha, 
just at a. time when he believed he 
had completed preparations for a sue- 
cessiul program of p osecutions. 
It 


had been said that his special assia- 
taut, Judge W C. Do:sey had put ou 
a year and a half in Omaha on prose- 
cutions and had obtained one convjc- 
Uon, one plea of guilty and one hung 
jury. 'Judge Dorsey has just been ap- 
pointed assistant to the United States 
district attorney. 


Attorney General Davis said he had 


been of the opinion he had everything 
/arranged 
to 
carry 
on 
successiul 


prosecutions in fraud cases and to ob- 
tain indictments from 
the 
federal 


grand jury. He admitted 
that the 


death of A. W. Lane, assistant United 
States district attorney, caused some 
d^-lay, but Judge 
Dorsey 
has 
now 


been commissioned to iill that place. 
He said Judge Dorsey leaves the ser- 
vice of the state but will continue tn 
work in harmony with the attorney 
general's department. 


The attorney general s?id he in- 


tends to send his own assistant, Jack- 
son B. Chase, to Omaha and that de- 
fendants in fraud cases can be whip- 
' tawed between the state and federal 
courts. Under the state law persons 
charged with crime can 
demand a 


sepaiate trial in the state courts, but 
they can be tried jointly as many as 
the lederal judges care to try in the 
fedeial court. The matter ot joint or 
separate tiial of de endants 
in 
the 


federal court is left to the discretion 
ol the federal judge. 


In some of the cases twenty-four 


persons are charged with fraud. These 
can all be tried at once in lederal 
court if they demand a separate trial 
in the state court. 


"I know of no constitutional pro- 


vibion to hinder the legislature from 
amending the state law so that per- 
sons charged with crime can be men 
jomtly, and 1 shall recommend such 
an amendment," said Mr. Davis.
